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Architect attacked in park 


AN architect suffered serious facial injuries 
when he was attacked in Ely’s Cherry Hill 
Park. 

Tony Walton, 67, of Waterside, was assaulted 
and robbed in the park, off Broad Street, either 
late last Wednesday night or in the early hours 
of last Thursday. 

Mr Walton’s wife, Angela, found him lying in 
the park just after 1.18am on Thursday. 

Emergency services were called and he was 
taken to Addenbrooke’s Hospital in Cambridge, 
where he remains in a “serious but stable” con- 
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dition, according to police. 

Officers described the attack as “nasty” and 
“unprovoked” at the time. 

Sue Freestone, principal at King’s Ely, at 
which Mr Walton has a son, said the incident is 
a “real shock to the people of Ely”. 

She and her colleagues have also banned 
pupils from using Cherry Hill Park for the time 
being. 


Mrs Freestone said: “This incident is a real 
shock to the people of Ely. 

“Our hearts go out to the family involved; 
they are in our thoughts and prayers. 

“King’s Ely students are always advised to 
travel around the city in pairs or larger groups. 

“In light of the events of Wednesday evening, 
we have reinforced this advice and, for the 
time being, Cherry Hill Park is out of bounds 
for all pupils.” 

Mrs Walton was too distraught to speak to Ely 
News about the attack. 


Two men and a woman were arrested in con¬ 
nection with the incident the following day. 

Lee Jones, 32, of Skegness Road, Stevenage, 
and Sebastian Yellowe, 22, of Langthorne 
Avenue, Stevenage, have been charged with 
robbery and causing grievous bodily harm. 

They appeared at Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court on Saturday and were remanded in cus¬ 
tody to appear at the city’s Crown court tomor¬ 
row. 

The woman, aged 33, has been bailed until 
November 26.

Our city: ‘stop 
undermining it’ 


COUNCIL chiefs are being 
accused of “not doing 
enough” to support trade 
and tourism in Ely. 

The East Cambridgeshire 
Green Party says the district 
council is “undermining the 
city centre” and that it should 
be doing more to enable busi¬ 
ness and tourism to flourish. 

The authority has dismissed 
the claims and insists it is 
working with partners to pro¬ 
mote the district as a whole. 

But Andrew Allen, who co¬ 
ordinates the Green party, 
said: “Ely High Street is at the 
heart of the community, but 
not enough is being done to 
support it. 

“The council must stop 
undermining the city centre 
with out-of-town develop¬ 
ment and do more to make 
the high street an attractive 
and welcoming place with a 
diverse range of shops. 
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“Rather than focusing on 
building space for big retail¬ 
ers on the edge of the city, Ely 
should be pursuing a more 
balanced strategy that 
increases space in the centre 
of town.” 

The party also believes the 
council should “relocate the 
tourist information and main 
post office to a prominent 
shared city centre location” 
and “create a safe and attrac¬ 
tive cycling and walking 
route from the railway station 
to the high street and the 
cathedral”. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, chair¬ 
man of the commercial ser¬ 
vices committee at East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council, said: “The report 
from the local Green party 
makes very interesting read¬ 


ing for the simple reason it 
appears to have ignored all 
the district council has and is 
doing with our partners to 
promote Ely and East 
Cambridgeshire. 

“For example, the town cen¬ 
tres working party has devel¬ 
oped over the last two years 
beyond simply building trust 
between local authorities, 
shops and businesses to focus 
on projects which are genu¬ 
inely improving Ely 

“This group is helping to 
strike the balance between 
keeping an authentic beating 
heart to the city while attract¬ 
ing the shops and brands 
which people expect of a 
place the size of Ely. 

“We have achieved all these 
great things despite having to 
make tough financial deci¬ 
sions to ensure we continue 
to deliver the services people 
need.”

Firm launches 
second appeal 


CONTROVERSIAL plans to 
build 100 new homes in 
Haddenham are now the 
subject of an appeal. 

Cheshire-based firm, 
Gladman Developments Ltd, 
has launched the appeal after 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council refused its proposals 
to develop land south of num¬ 
ber 18, Wilburton Road. 

It comes just weeks after the 
company also lodged an 
appeal against the council’s 
decision to reject its plans for 
128 new homes on land north 
of Field End, Witchford. 

In August, the council’s 
planning committee decided 
against both sets of propos¬ 
als. 

Officers were recommend¬ 
ing the plans for Haddenham 
were rejected, and that the 
decision on the plans for 
Witchford was delegated to 
the council’s principal devel¬ 
opment manager. 
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However, the committee’s 
majority vote was to throw 
out the Witchford scheme 
too. 

The committee’s main con¬ 
cerns over the proposals were 
highways issues, a lack of 
available places at the villag¬ 
es’ schools and that both vil¬ 
lages would struggle to cope 
with that number of new 
homes. 

Among those against the 
Haddenham plans was Alison 
Campbell-Smith, of School 
Lane, Aldreth. 

In her objection, she said: 
“The significant increase in 
traffic resulting from this 
proposed development would 
result in crippling congestion 
for Haddenham and 
Wilburton and safety risk for 
pedestrians and other road 
users. 


“The primary school in 
Haddenham has been full for 
each of the last eight years. 
Adding another 100 houses 
will mean that the children 
will have to travel out of the 
catchment area to find a pri¬ 
mary school, which is not 
acceptable.” 

Local councillor Pauline 
Wilson, whose ward is 
Haddenham, was among 
those against the Witchford 
proposals. 

She said: “Villages can cope 
with a few extra houses, but 
128 houses is ridiculous as we 
do not have the infrastruc¬ 
ture for such a large housing 
development.” 

People have until October 
27 to have their say during 
the appeal process for the 
Witchford plans and until 
November 15 to speak up over 
the Haddenham appeal. 

The final decision lies with 
the Secretary of State.

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Arsonists 
blamed 
for fire 
in house 

A BLAZE inside a dere¬ 
lict house in Soham is 
believed to have been 
started deliberately.

Apology over 
‘body by bins’ 


THE chief executive of the 
East of England Ambulance 
Service (EEAS) has apolo¬ 
gised for an incident in 
which a dead body was alleg¬ 
edly left lying beside dust¬ 
bins at Ely ambulance sta¬ 
tion. 

In a statement, Dr Anthony 
Marsh said: “We are very 
sorry for what happened and 
have launched a thorough 
investigation. This involves 
working with the family and 
everyone who responded to 
the patient.” 

As reported last week, the 
body - reportedly that of a 
young man - was allegedly

found in a public place not far 
from the city and an EEAS 
crew - from outside the area 
- was sent to collect it. 

However, according to a 
whistleblower, instead of 
transporting the body to the 
mortuary at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital in Cambridge, the 
crew left the body, in a body 
bag, beside bags of rubbish in 
the corner of the garage at the 
ambulance station in Nutholt 
Lane in Ely. 

The source, who did not 
wish to be named, said the 


incident happened around a 
month ago and that the out- 
of-area crew had taken the 
body to Ely ambulance sta¬ 
tion “in the hope of transfer¬ 
ring the deceased patient to 
the crew about to start at 
7am” because going to 
Addenbrooke’s would have 
made them late finishing 
their shift. 

Last week an EEAS spokes¬ 
man said: “An incident last 
month involving the trans¬ 
portation of a deceased 
patient is under investiga¬ 
tion. 

“As such we cannot com¬ 
ment any further.” 


Amnesty group’s Ben Jupp

A MAN who was tortured in 
prison in South America 
will be talking about his 
search for justice at Ely 
Cathedral on Sunday.

boxes, valuable foreign coins - and an 
unopened bottle of Jack Daniels whis¬ 
ky- 

Graham, 58, said: “We’ve lived here 
for around 15 years and nothing like 
this has ever happened before. 

“Being burgled is a horrible thing. It 
makes you feel unhappy and uneasy 
in your own home. 

“Dinah returned home and unlocked 
the front door to find that the chain on 
the inside was on, which obviously 
she thought was strange as she knew I 
wasn’t at home. 

“When she went into the kitchen she 


saw that all the cupboards and draw¬ 
ers were open. When she saw that the 
dining room window was smashed 
and open, that’s when it all dawned on 
her. 

“Dinah ran outside to call the police 
as she was scared that somebody 
might have still been inside.” 

Graham said: “The jewellery stolen 
is highly sentimental. We really want 
it back. 

“If the offenders are reading this 
we’d urge them to somehow get it back 
to us. The items are irreplaceable.” 

Graham said a pillow case and lap¬ 
top case were also stolen. It is believed 
the offenders used them to carry the 
jewellery.

Check your 
fire alarms 
too this 
weekend 

RESIDENTS are being urged to 
test their smoke alarms at the 
same time they are putting their 
clocks back this weekend. 

Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service’s (CFRS) chief 
fire officer Graham Stagg said: 
“We are also asking people to 
test the smoke alarms of elderly 
and vulnerable family members 
and neighbours too. 

“If you are visiting a relative or 
friend, please make sure they 
have a working smoke alarm on 
each floor of their home. 

“We know that smoke alarms 
save lives. They can give you 
and your family the necessary 
warning to get out in the early 
stages of a fire, and call 999, 
which should in turn allow us to 
get to you more quickly.” 

Once a smoke alarm is fitted, 
it requires regular testing and 
simple cleaning. CFRS 
recommends that people should 
check their alarm by pressing 
the button once a week and that 
they should change the alarm’s 
battery once a year. 

CFRS provides free home fire 
safety checks for vulnerable and 
elderly residents. Specialist 
smoke alarms can also be 
provided for people who may be 
deaf or suffering from a hearing 
impairment.

Opposition 
mounts over 
King’s plans 


OPPOSITION is mounting against 
plans to build a new house in one of 
Ely’s busiest streets. 

Governors at King’s Ely have scaled 
back their proposals to develop land at 
the rear of 35, St Mary’s Street, by 
applying for planning permission to 
build just one three-bedroom house 
on the land, which is located next door 
to St Mary’s Surgery and Lloyds 
Pharmacy, and reached via the access 
to the surgery car park. 

But the revised scheme is failing to 
satisfy objectors. 

A decision looks set to be made by 
East Cambridgeshire District Council’s 
planning committee. 

Frank Redhead, of Downham Road, 
said: “Presently, cars and delivery 
vehicles serve only the existing house 
on the application site, but this pro¬ 
posal would double traffic activity to 
the site. 

“A visitor arriving at either the origi¬ 
nal or the new house in a motor vehi¬ 
cle, finding no free parking space, 
could not turn and exit in a forward 
gear. 

“The driver would instead have to 
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reverse about 50m to the street and 
negotiate the site’s gateway at a point 
where the traffic for a busy doctor’s 
surgery and Lloyds Pharmacy passes 
in both directions.” 

Jackie Stone, of Parade Lane, is also 
worried about traffic and highway 
safety, but also the impact the new 
property could have on wildlife and 
nearby residents’ privacy. She said: 
“Any development in the garden will 
overlook the properties on the bound¬ 
ary, resulting in a lack of privacy for 
those of us who currently live there.” 

The city council says access to the 
site is “not acceptable” and that the 
development would have a “detrimen¬ 
tal impact on the visual scene of Parade 
Lane”. 

Members have asked for the propos¬ 
als to be determined by the district 
council’s planning committee. 

In a statement, the school’s agents, 
Cheffins, said: “The space available 
has been fully utilised with regard to 
the sensitivities and constraints of the 
site.”

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‘Autism gives him pride in 
himself and acceptance’ 


When her first-born son Evan was diagnosed with autism 
at just 2 years old, Esther Harris admits it was an 
incredibly testing time. Eight years on, the mum-of-two 
tells Lydia Fallon she’s a better person and mum because 
of her experience, and now wants to help other families 
dealing with special needs. 



F RIDAY night is ‘chip night’ for the Harris 
family, one of 10-year-old Evan’s favourite 
nights of the week. 

Due to my arrival at their Ely home, it’s been 
temporarily put on hold, but thankfully Evan, 
and his 4-year-old brother Morgan, don’t hold 
it against me too much. “He was a little bit wor¬ 
ried he wasn’t going to get his chips,” mum 
Esther chuckles, giving him a little squeeze. 
“But I’ve reassured him we’re still having them, 
just a bit later!” 

A smiley little chap, Evan loves watching TV, 
playing on his computer, and generally getting 
up to mischief, just like any other 10-year-old. 
But behind his cheeky grin, Evan is hiding a 
condition which makes him see the world a 
little differently from his peers. “He’s like a 
square peg in a round hole,” says Esther. 

Evan is autistic. He struggles with social and 
communication impairments and also has 
issues with language, behaviour and sensory 
processing. Raising a child with special needs 
does, Esther says, throw up its challenges, but 
she wouldn’t have her little boy any other way. 
“At the beginning it was very difficult,” she 
remembers. “Quite often with special needs 
children, people say it’s a grieving process you 
go through for the child you think you’re going 
to have. 

“But the steps of the grieving process are 
quite linear, and then you come to the end 
where it’s acceptance, with a special needs 
child it’s almost cyclical. 

“You’re going round and round all the time; 
feeling anger at whoever you feel isn’t helping 


you out, anger at yourself for feeling you’re not 
doing enough for your child and then you 
come back round to acceptance. Then some¬ 
thing else might happen and you’re grieving 
all over again.” 

Esther adds: “It’s constant, but that’s not to 
say we don’t accept Evan and don’t absolutely 
love him for who he is.” 

Esther and her husband Graham are keen to 
extend a helping hand to other families facing 
the same struggles, and recently set up a blog, 
The Square Peg, to raise awareness and share 
their own experiences. 

“We started blogging about life with a child 
with special needs to hopefully be a support to 
others. That’s the point of it, it’s not: here is my 
life and this is how wonderful or how awful it 
is, it was about creating community support,” 
Esther explains. 

But the ultimate dream is to build a hub 
equipped to offer support to children like Evan 
in the community. Over the years they’ve held 
various fundraising events, and on November 
4 will be holding their biggest one to date: a 
glamorous fashion show at the Old Hall in Ely. 

Featuring a host of local designers and stun¬ 
ning models, all the money raised will go 
towards support for Evan and other special 
needs families. “It’s just snowballed,” laughs 
Esther. “We’ve always thought small, but we’ve 
been encouraged to think big and it’s going to 
be an amazing event. 

“We want to use the money to help Evan 
sensory-wise. We’re redoing his bedroom at 
the moment, so we want to put sensory equip¬ 


ment in there and then have a room in the 
garden to offer to other special needs families 
where children can come and chill out, as it 
can be hard to find somewhere to go. 

“In my ideal world I’d love to have somewhere 
in town, somewhere community based. A 
place where young adults with special needs 
could work, and a support and respite for 
families. 

“That would be my huge idea,” Esther grins. 

Evan is a lovely boy, and it’s not hard to see 
why the whole community has rallied around 
the Harris’ cause with such enthusiasm. The 
support, Esther says, has been heart-warming. 
“It’s totally unexpected,” she smiles. “We’ve 
never thought of ourselves as victims and we 
never expected any help, but it’s really been 


amazing.” 

Evan was diagnosed with autism at the age of 
2, but Esther had her suspicions long before 
that. “Quite early on we started to notice he 
might be showing symptoms of autism, but I 
didn’t want to say it out loud. 

“He was developing quite typically but would 
have episodes where he would be quite quiet 
and almost turn in on himself, like he was con¬ 
centrating for days on end and closed off to the 
world. It was like he needed this intense time 
where he had to just be on his own,” Esther 
explains. 

At around 16 months it became even more 
noticeable that Evan was developing very dif¬ 
ferently to other babies his age. He had some 
speech, but then seemed to lose it all, and

Esther and Graham were becoming increas¬ 
ingly concerned. “Because Evan was our first¬ 
born it was very difficult for us. I had a few 
friends who were pregnant at the same time as 
me and the differences in our children were 
really apparent.” 

Evan was referred to the child development 
centre at Addenbrooke’s, and psychologists 
spent time studying his behaviour and 
characteristics. When autism was 
officially diagnosed it was, Esther 
admits, a blow, but also a huge 
relief to finally know what was I 
wrong with their son, j 
“because we could start to 
give him the help he need¬ 
ed.” 

Evan was able to start pre¬ 
school aged 3, but after a 
few months it became clear 
he was struggling with the 
unpredictability of other tod¬ 
dlers his age. Making a decision 
to teach him from home, Esther 
and Graham trained in a social pro¬ 
gramme called Son-Rise. It proved a suc¬ 
cess, in fact, a huge success, and Evan soon 
started to build his communication skills, 
much to his parents’ delight. “It’s all about 
acceptance and getting to know Evan’s world 
and understanding him, before we say ‘now 
this is how you act in our world’,” says Esther, 
describing the programme. 

After two years, it became apparent Evan 
was ready to experience school, and he 
enrolled at Highfield Special School, where 
he’s since thrived (as have his baking skills, he 
proudly shows off a batch of cakes he made at 
school). “The teachers there are so dedicated 
and accepting; he’s come on leaps and 
bounds.” 

But on a day-to-day basis, there’s no denying 
Evan needs constant care and attention. “He 
shows lots of sensory-seeking behaviours, so 
he does lots of jumping up and down and clap¬ 
ping. When he was 3 that was cute but now 
he’s 10, not so cute,” Esther laughs. “He can 
speak, read and is quite intelligent, but in 
terms of his language, expressive language 
and conversation skills, he is very much 
behind. He has a very different kind of imagi¬ 
nation, it isn’t that autistic children don’t have 
one, but in terms of understanding empathy 
and imagining how you feel, imagining how 
you would react to certain things, that is not in 
his understanding at all.” 

Has Esther’s experiences with Evan changed 
her at all? “He’s taught me patience,” she 


muses. “He has taught me a different way of 
living and a different way of life. 

“He’s taught me about acceptance and to 
celebrate the small, simple things in life.” 

That’s not to say they don’t have their hard 
days too. 

The Harris’ family grew four years ago when 
little Morgan was born. They were over the 
moon, but raising two children, with very 
different needs, can prove a tough 
task. 

“They are poles apart so it can 
be difficult to bring them up 
in parallel. When we go to 
social occasions, Morgan 
wants to stay and play but 
for Evan there is only a 
small amount of time he 
can tolerate. He loves see¬ 
ing people, but it’s definitely 

r on his own terms and for a 
much shorter period. 

“But they are starting to get 
on,” Esther adds, “and Evan is 
developing a deeper understanding 
of relationships because of Morgan.” 
Small-mindedness in people who don’t 
always fully understand the condition also 
throws up the occasional obstacle. “I think 
people were more accepting of Evan and his 
behaviours when he was little and cute, but as 
he gets older, it does get more difficult,” Esther 
shrugs. “We were in a supermarket once and 
Evan got quite excited and knocked against 
this man as he ran past him. The man came 
up to me and said ‘Your son should be in 
Tesco, that’s where all the yobs are’. 

“There was another incident when a man 
told his children to come away from Evan 
because he wasn’t ‘right’, and you do actually 
come across the looks and the tuts quite a lot.” 

Over the years the Harris family have built 
up a thick skin to that kind of ignorance, and 
see no reason why Evan won’t continue to 
blossom into a happy and fulfilled young 
man. 

“I hope he will be able to work, for his own 
satisfaction and independence. But mainly I 
want him to be happy; every parent wants 
their kids to be happy, don’t they?” 

And whatever the future holds, Esther is, and 
always will be, incredibly proud of her boy. 
“The thing I’m most proud of is that despite 
everything he is his own man. My husband 
calls him Currahee, which is Cherokee for 
‘stands alone’ and that is exactly what he does. 

“What autism gives him is not all negative; it 
gives him pride in himself and acceptance.”

1 Describe your sound or style in a 
nutshell. 

(Lewis) In a nutshell we're an indie folk 
group. I don't know how else to describe our 
music. 

2 Talk me through the band members: 
what do they do and what are they like? 

(Lewis) I'm the lead vocalist, and I'm also 
one of the two songwriters in the band. 

(Charlie) I play guitar and I write the lead 
guitar parts. 

(Will) I play acoustic guitar and I do 
harmonies and write part of the songs. Lewis, 
Charlie and I collectively do most of the 
songwriting together. Then there's the bass 
player, Craig, who couldn't be with us today. 
He plays bass guitar and writes bass lines. 

We're all easygoing lads, we like a joke and 
we just gel, we get each other. We've been 
friends for five or six years now, so there's a 


natural chemistry between us. 

3 Why the name? 

(Will) When Craig and myself were at 
secondary school, in our Spanish lesson we 
were talking about how it would be great 
when we were older, after we'd finished 
college, to go on holiday together.

We 
came up with it when we were 13 and it's 
stuck ever since. We've not yet actually gone 
on a staycation, except I guess when we 
went to Brighton to record. 

4 Town or gown? Mill Road or King’s 
Parade? 

Town, I think. We're all born and bred 
Cambridge - born in the Rosie! We'd choose 


Mill Road over King's Parade - I love its 
cultural diversity. 

5 Where should someone who’s not heard 
you before start? 

Go and 'like' our Facebook page, we 
do lots of interactions there, and we use 
it to let people know about our gigs. 

We also have a soundcloud page with 
all our material on it: soundcloud.com/ 
thestaycations. The best track to start 
with would be Dearest. 

6 Best local show? 

That would have to be our gig at J1 at 
the Junction last week. It was phenomenal. 
We had a turnout of 750 people - so we 
nearly managed to sell the venue out! It 
was one of the best gigs we've ever played. 
People were dancing and jumping and 
crowdsurfing. It was probably our biggest 
show too. 


7 Where next for the band? 

Early next year we're intending to record 
a second EFJ maybe in Brighton again. 

8 When is your next Cambridge show? 

We've got another Junction gig on 
December 19, playing with four 
other bands as part of the Junction Fiver 
night. Pay a fiver and see five bands. 


9 Who is your musical hero or heroine? 

I think we would all say Ben Howard, 
Two Door Cinema Club, The 1975. But we do 
like all kinds of music really.

The raised boardwalk and lush 
grass droves allow easy access to 
a lost landscape where visitors can 
enjoy the vibrant russet tones of the 
sedge in the autumn months. 

■ Drummond Gardens, Muthill, 
Crieff, Perthshire, Scotland (Open to

This Scottish gem boasts one of 
the finest formal gardens in Europe. 
Designed in the shape of the St An¬ 
drew's Cross, the parterre was built 
by garden designer Lewis Kennedy in 


the early 19th century. 

Fountains, urns and statuary dem¬ 
onstrate the Italianate style and in 
autumn it comes into its own when 
the sunlight hits the leaves of 14 dif¬ 
ferent species of acer along with the 
russets and gold hues in the wood¬ 
land regions.

Rising above the terraced garden 
and estate, this medieval fortress 
provides a fantastic autumnal set¬ 
ting. The warm colours of the castle 
appear to echo the rich tones of 
seasonal foliage, as the red walls 
match the red vines and leaves in the 
surrounding woodlands. 

Follow the route through the 
woods and look out for bird and bat 
boxes and see what other wildlife 
and bugs you can spot around the 
grounds.

Contemporary designer Piet

most spectacular at this time of year 
- and walking right through the tall 
Molinias is positively encouraged. 

Hot autumn colours simmer as light 
softly hits the planting among the 70 
flower beds in the Italian Gardens, 
while the swathes of coloured 
grasses in the Rivers of Grass make a 
staggering impact. 

There's also woodland originally 
planted by Capability Brown and 
more trees, chosen especially for 
their autumn colour, have been 
recently planted.

The colour purple dominates the 
mountain of Divis in the autumn 
which is set in the heart of the Bel¬ 
fast Hills.

It's a curious- 
looking plant, with a purple head 
with antlers sticking out and is the 
food source for the marsh fritillary 
butterfly, only found on three sites 
on Divis.

The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 



D Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings.

LI Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss.

THE biggest new car discount in 
Britain is for a BMW 7 Series, 
exclusive research by What Car ?’s 
Target Price team can reveal.
